Missionary In China 

In 1940, Birch traveled to 
China as a4 missionary and was 
there when the Japanese 
bombed Pearl Harbor, He was 
making attempts to enlist in 
1942 when he encountered Lt, 
Colone| Jimmy Doolittle, shot 
down after his famous raid on 
Tokyo. Birch Jed the colonel and 
his surviving, mento safety, then 
joined the Fourteenth Air Force 
unit that later came under the 
leadership of the renowned 
Claire Chennault. His air force 
career was chiefly in the field 
of combat intelligence, where he 
distinguished himself with a re- 
markable record 

He undertook missions deep 
into enemy territory and di- 
rected the building of various 
allied installation behind the 
enemy lines. He was termed 
“the pioneer of our field-intelli- 
gence net” by Chennault, He

Sime Given 
$5500 Grant 
In Research 


Dr. Rodney J. Sime, assistant 
professor of chemistry at Sac 
ramento State College, has been 
awarded a $5,500 grant from the 
National Science Foundation t 
conduct a two-year study on the 
reaction of certain metallic 
compounds to high tempera 
tures it was announced Friday 

His basic research will at 


tempt measurement and chart 
ing of various extremely high 
temperature ranges at which 


these compounds change their 
physical states from solids to 
liquids, and then to gases 

One of Sime’s specific goals 
will be the design of an electric 
furnace capable of building up 
and maintaining a constant tem 
perature of an much as 2,000 
degrees fahrenheit. Students 
and college technicians will aid 
him in its construction 

Sime stated that his research 
project in high temperature 
chemistry coincides with a re- 
cent interest among scientists in 
this special area of physical 
chemistry 

“My work will attempt to fill 
gaps in scientific knowledge 
about certain high temperature 
effects on various chemicals 
containing metal compounds of 


bromine, chlorine and iodine,” 
he commented 
“Other researchers in this 


investigating the ef- 
fects of extreme heat on such 
things as rocket fuel and on 
chemical substances used in 
modern turbines and engines 
which operate at high tempera 
tures.” 

Sime is a graduate of the 
University of Wisconsin and re- 
ceived his doctorate at the Uni- 
versity of Washington in 1959 
He joined the SSC faculty in 
the fall of 1959,

After several meetings of the Board of Finance and the Stu- 
dent Council, the Fine Arts division's budget was slashed by $1,150 
The general fund was increased $625 because of an added $825 
estimated income from a proposed Aquacade 

Comparing expenditures for 1961-62 with those of 60-61, the 
athletic department got the biggest increase. It received an ad- 
ditional $3,100 due to the added freshman teams and swimming 
program. Academic Enrichment Committee received an increase 
of $2,650. 

Breaking down the budget to cuts and increases 
expenditures and allocated expenditures, seven 
budgets were cut, one was increased and one received its estimated 
expenditure 

The general fund was increased as mentioned and Rally com- 
mittee’s budget stayed the same. Publications received a $300 cut, 
and the fund for furniture and equipment was sliced $300 

Below the first figure appearing after the activities’ title will 
be the ASSSC allocation, the second figure will be the estimated 
income for 1961-62, the third figure is the total approved expendi- 
ture and the fourth figure will be the requested expenditure before 
consideration of the Board of Finance. Comparisons should be made 
between the third and fourth figures only as they represent either 
an increase or decrease in the originally requesied expenditure.

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Supposed Birch Advocate Relieved of Command 
WASHINGTON (AP)—The Army announced today that Maj. 
Gen. Edwin A. Walker has been relieved of command of the 24th 
Infantry Division in Germany pending an investigation of allegations 
that he gave his soldiers material about the ultraconservative Johan 
Birch Society. 

The Army said Secretary of the Army Elvis J. Stahr has ordered 
Walker transferred immediately to U.S. Army in Europe head- 
quarters at Heidelberg, Germany, “pending the outcome of an offi- 
cial investigation of certain public statements and actions.” 


Although the statement did not mention the Birch society, offi- 
cials acknowledged that this was the matter involved. 
The investigation is now being made by Gen. Bruce Clarke, 


commander in chief of Army forces in Europe. 
Supreme Court Rules ‘Yes"’ in Negro Decision 

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Supreme Court today ruled that a 
privately operated restaurant in a city-owned garage in Wilmington, 
Del., is required to serve Negroes. 

The tribunal's decision was on an appeal by William H. Burton, 
a Negro member of the Wilmington City Council who was refused 
service in the restaurant after parking his car in the garage. 

Justice Clark delivered the unanimous decision.

His 
commanding officer termed his 
death his own fault. He had 
been instructed to treat the 
Chinese Communists with diplo- 
macy, but made the officer lose 
face before his soldiers, and was

Parking Bill 
Killed; Tab 
$1 Million 


A bill which would have given 
the state college Board of Trus- 
tees the power to regulate cam- 
pus parking was killed April 
10. by the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee, after Assist- 
ant Finance Director Robert L 
Harkness said, “The measure 
would permit the trustees to 
abolish parking, and this would 
do the state out of $1 million.” 

The bill, AB 301, was sub- 
mitted by assemblyman Charles 
B. Garrigus of Fresno County, 
who proposed the bill as a solu- 
tion to the dispute over parking 
fees recently touched off by 
protests from faculty members 
It would have given the state 
college trustees the power to 
decide whether or not to follow 
the privilege the University of 
California and the trustees of 
junior colleges have now 

The bill would have aiso per- 
mitted the trustees to set differ- 
ent parking fees at the various 
California state colleges, or 
even allow the trustees to abol- 
ish the fees completely. 

According to Harkness, a bill 
AB 1129, has been passed by the 
Assembly and will be directed 
for final decision by the state 
Senate. He said, “Under this bill 
each department of all state 
agencies will have the written 
pewer to regulate the parking 
fee they charge.” Any local 
agency can charge a varying 
parking fee rate with the ap
